No joint communique 
after Macovescu visit

Rumanian Foreign Minister Gior- 
gio Macovescu ended his four-day 
official visit to Israel yesterday 
without a joint communique being 


issued. 

Foreign Ministry officials in Je- 
rusalem had hoped that there would 
be a joint communique — as there 
was in Bucharest last November 
when former Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban visited Rumania. But appar- 
ently differences of outlook on 
several aspects of the Middle East 
problem made drafting problems 
inseparable. 

These differences were highlighted 
in after-dinnex speeches by Mr. 
Macovescu and his host, Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon, at two official 
dinners in Jerusalem during the 
visit. 

Rumazia’s position is that no 
peace can come to the Middle East 
unless a separate independent Pa- 
lestinian state is created. Mr. Ma- 
covescu explained that this position 
ig in accord with Rumania's gen- 
eral political philosophy which sup- 
ports the. rights of all peoples to 
national independence. Mr. Allon 
argued that the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization did not in fact 
represent the bulk of the Pales- 
tinjan people and that its aims 
were to thwart the ongoing peace 
efforts in the region.

No reason was given for the 
arrest of Mrs. Shoshana Hochman 
(who is also a doctor), but un- 
official sources believe the couple 
acted together as a “company” and 
that she collected some of the 
money from patients at their home. 

Income tax officials will soon 
launch a large-scale investigation 
of nearly 500 families whose re- 
latives underwent treatment by 
Prof. Hochman. They emphasize 
that no families of present cancer 
patients will be questioned about 
their financial arrangements with 
the €4-year-old physician, out of res- 
pect for their feelings. Shortly after 
the news broke yesterday, a large 
mumber of phone calls were received 
by the Tax Commission from former 
patients who wanted to ‘testify 
against Prof. Hochman. 


The legal proceedings followed the 
disclosure of a report by Hadassah’s 
ethics committee describing “ad- 
ministrative end moral shortcom- 
ings” ln Prof. Hochman's 
ment of Oncology (the branch of 
medicine concerned with tumours). 
The, committee, composed of three 
‘Hadassah professors, recommended 
in May that Prof. Hochman take a 
year's leave and that another per- 
son be named 55 head of his depart- 
ment. After a year, he would be al- 
lowed to take a position as senior 
adviser in Hadassah.

BEIRUT (AP). — King Faisal of 
Saudi Arabia has decided against 
making a state visit to the U.S. 
before 2 “just settlement” 
of the Middle East conflict is reach- 
ed, the right-wing Beirut newspaper 
“Al Hayat” reported yesterday. 

It quoted Saudi Defence Minister 
Prince Sultan bin Abdul Aziz as 
saying the 69-year-old monarch 
“will not accept President Gerald 
Ford's invitation before a just set- 
tiement, ensuring the full rights 


of the Palestinian people, is worked 
out.” 


The invitation was originally ex- 
tended by former President Richard 
Nixon during his June visit to Saudi 
Arabia, the world's largest oil-ex- 
porter. Ford reportedly renewed the 
invitation after his accession to the 
presidency’ last month. 


. “Al Hayat” said the King’s de- 
clsion on the invitation was dis- 
closed in an interview on Wednes- 
day. It did not say whether the 
King’s position has been com- 
municated to the U.S. Government. 


Earlier reports in the Arab press 
said Faisal planned to go to the 
U.S. for medical treatment after at- 
tending an Arab summit conference 
scheduled for October 26 in Rabat. 


Amman says 
it’s free to 
sell old arms 


AMMAN (UPI). — Jordan sald 
yesterday it is free to dispense 
with Its weapons whenever they 
become out-dated or unserviceable. 

A government spokesman was 
commenting on Lofdon press re- 
Porta earller this week claiming 
that Jordan had sold some of its 
British-made tanks and fighter air- 
craft to Rhodesia via South Afric, 

Jordan hes officially denied these 
reports and the spokesman repeated 
the denial in bis press statement 
yesterday. ‘The Jordanian govern- 
ment denies it has signed, or has 
any intention to sign, any deals for 
the sale of arms to elther of the 
two countries (South Africa and 
Rhodesia},” the spokeaman said. 

When Jordan buys or obtains 
weapons from any source, It makes 
it a point to have supplier country 
agree on the re-export of these arms 
when they become out-dated or un- 
serviceable, he added. In a case 
like this, priority for the re-sale 
of these weapons will be given to 
the supplier countries “if an accept- 
able agreement can be reached,” 
the spokesman sald. 


emphasize that all the weapons in 
Possession of its armed forces are 
Jordanian, especially when there is 
no prior agreement between Jordan 
and the supplier country specifying 
the way in which these weapons 
should be dispensed with when 
they become obsolete.” The spokes- 
man added, “Jordan cannot afford 
to abstain from dispensing with 
these weapons or turn itself into 
an arms museum.” 

He said that Jordan has now 
decided that in the event of pro- 
curing new weapons, an t 
will be signed specifying the thi 
party to which Jordan may re- 
export the weapons once they be- 
come obsolete or unserviceable.
